Another set of critics, equally mistak- 
en, we think, construe something like 
this to have lieen the meaning of the 
convention: When we say the “voice of 

the people” we mean only tlie voice of 
our partv. We alone are virtuous and 
infallible. All other persons who are 
rash enough to differ froiu us in opinion 
are outside barbarians, uncircumcised 
Gentiles, “whisky men,” in short, and 
hoodoos, who don’t count. What our 
“voice" has once proclaimed to lie right 
shall lie forever tacro-mina, Hnd a law un- 
to the ungodly, whether they like it or 
not Now this, we protest, won’t liegin 
to do. It is tlie same as raying of the i 
new party that it is composed of narrow- 
minded. intolerant, self-righteous ami 
self-seeking bigots. It is imputing to 
them tlie spirit, now believed to )>e en- 
tirely extinct, which in tho first century 
said aloud in the public pine, a “I am ho- 
lier than thou,” and which in later ages 
invented the thumb-screw and rack and 
clothed the Christian martyrs with robes 
of fire. No. a thousand times! The 
broad and enlightened statesmanship of 
that convention narbored no such spirit 
or thought us this: and we hasten with 
enthusiasm to defend it against so injuri- 
ous an interpretation. 

Wtiat then does resolution No. 2 
mean? Clearly and unmistakably it 
can hare but one other meaning, and 
that lies on the surface. It means that 
the people are sovereign, that of necessi- 
ty a majority must rule, and that the 
voice of that majority, lawfully express- 
ed at any time, ia the lawr. It means that 
the people of yesterday or of the last 
generation shall- not fix an irrevocable 
law, whether it lie good or bad, upon 
the people of to-morrow, or of the next 
generation. It means that the voters of 
1S80 cannot legislate for the unwilling 
voters of 18tt0. It means that free men 
have the inalienable right to make the 
lawa for themselves, to watch their effect 
and operation, and to amend or repeal 
them at their sovereign will and pleas- 
ure. Thus construed the resolution tru- 
ly does "embody the priceless principles 
of self-government,” nor ia it susceptible 
of any other possible construction with- 
out reflecting upon the intelligence of 
the men whe wrote and passed it. It is 
the embodiment moreover ol fair play 
and of equal justice. It ia indeed the 
essence of civil liberty and ia emblazon- 
ed on every fold of the banner which 
the democracy some weeka since placed
